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PREFACE 


The Historical Records Survey was created in the winter of 1935-36 
as a nation-wide Works Progress Administration project for the 
“discovery, preservation and listing of basic materials for research in 


_ the history of the United States.” Under the direction of Dr. Luther 
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H. Evans, the Survey undertook an extensive program for the inven- 
tory of state and local archives, early American imprints, church 
archives, and collections. of manuscripts. Pursuant to the provisions 
of the Emergency Relief Act passed June 30, 1939, the existence of the 
Survey as a single nation-wide project sponsored by WPA itself was 
terminated August 31, 1939; and the work of the Survey was continued 
within the individual states by locally sponsored projects operating 
within the national WPA Historical Records Survey Program which 
continued under the direction of Dr. Evans until his resignation and 
the subsequent appointment of Sargent B. Child on Marck 1, 1940. 

The North Carolina Project of the national Historical Records 
Survey was established February 1, 1936, with Dr. C. C. Crittenden, 
Secretary of the North Carolina Historical Commission, as director. 
Dr. Crittenden resigned as State Director June 30, 1937, and was suc- 
ceeded by Dan Lacy, who had previously served as Assistant State 
Director. The work of the North Carolina unit of the Historical Rec- 
ords Survey was continued by the North Carolina Historical Records 
Survey Project established September 1, 1939, and sponsored by the 
North Carolina Historical Commission. Mr. Lacy resigned as State 
Supervisor on April 1, 1940, to accept an appointment as Assistant to 
the Director of Historical Records Survey Projects in Washington, 
D. C. Colbert F. Crutchfield, who had served as Assistant State Super- 
visor under Mr. Lacy, became State Supervisor. 

The purpose of the manuscripts phase of this program is to make 
available to any interested person a convenient guide to manuscript col- 
lections in the United States. The North Carolina project has found 
a wealth of such materials. A Guide to the Manuscript Collections in 
the Duke Umversity Library was issued by this project in June 1939. 
A guide to personal papers in the North Carolina Historical Commis- 
sion is underway, as well as guides to records at the Historical Foun- 
dation of Presbyterian and Reformed Churches at Montreat and to the 
Moravian archives in Winston-Salem. 

The North Carolina Historical Society, organized in 1844 under 
the leadership of David L. Swain, President of the University of North 
Carolina, had accumulated a considerable collection of manuscripts 
relating to the history of the State. Following President Swain’s death 
in 1868 and the dissolution of the Society, its holdings eventually passed 
into the hands of the University and became the nucleus of the Southern 
Historical collection, which was founded by Dr. J. G. de Roulhac 
Hamilton in 1928. The collection has been built up by gifts, loans, and 
purchases, and through Dr, Hamilton’s untiring efforts has been greatly 
expanded and enriched. Not only are new collections received almost 
daily, but additions are constantly being made to collections already 
accessioned. The material relates to the 14 Southern states and to the 
entire history of the South. It is particularly strong, however, for the 
plantation and Civil War periods. There are at present approximately 
1,500,000 pieces and 2,625 volumes that have been accessioned and 
arranged by collection and approximately 500,000 letters and documents 
and several thousand volumes as yet unaccessioned. 
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Unbound manuscripts are stored in folders in steel vertical files. 
Bound manuscripts are catalogued and shelved separately. Accessioned 
materials have been catalogued and each collection has been surveyed 
and listed on 3 x 5” cards with a description of contents, number of items, 
subjects covered, inclusive dates, prominent names represented, and 
source of the collection. The manuscripts, with the exception of a few 
which have been restricted, are open to serious students of history and 
to members of families concerned. The depository is open from 9 a.m: 
to 1 pm.; 2:30 p.m. to 4:30 p.m. weekdays except Saturday. Mrs. 
Lyman A. Cotten is assistant custodian. 

Work on the present Guide was begun by the North Carolina 
Project of the Historical Records Survey in the fall of 1936 and has 
been continued to include accessions through June 30, 1939. Entry 
headings throughout the guide have kept as nearly as possible the 
exact filing titles of collections. Collections under seal have been 
specified. Inclusive dates for the material are given, family collec- 
tions often dating back far beyond the birth date of the person for 
whom they are named. Where inclusive dates may appear misleading, 
dates have been inserted in parentheses indicating where the bulk 
of the material falls. For example, in the THADDEUS BANKS 
PAPERS, No. 43, the inclusive dates are 1744-1925; but there are 
really very few papers before 1830. This is written 1744(1830)-1925, 
indicating that the body of the material begins with 1830; for the 
EDWARD DROMGOOLE PAPERS, No. 230, the dates are written 
1770-(1848)1871, indicating that the body of the material ends with 
1848, with a few scattered papers up to 1871; for the FISHER 
PAPERS, No. 258, the dates are written 1758(1810-63) 1896, indicating 
that the bulk of the material falls between 1810 and 1863. 

The field survey of manuscripts was made by Mrs. Walter Barbee, 
Mrs. Allie Mae Blake, Miss Elizabeth Boring, Weldon A. Brown, 
James Eldridge (deceased), Miss Mary F. Henderson, Stuart Noblin, 
James W. Rabun, and Mrs. Bennet H. Wall under the supervision of 
Mrs. Lyman A. Cotten and Branson Marley. Dr. J. G. de Roulhac 
Hamilton, Director of the manuscript collection at the University, has 
contributed invaluable assistance both in the survey of the collection 
and in editing the material. Mrs. Cotten and Mrs. J. P. Watters have 
also given unsparingly of their time and interest in behalf of the work. 
Among the consultants on various phases of the work are Dr. A. M. 
Arnett, Dr. C. C. Crittenden, Dr. Fletcher M. Green, Dr. A. R. New- 
some, and Dr. Van Woodward. : 

The work was done under the state directorship of Dan Lacy, and 
under the immediate supervision of Viola S. Burch. The book was 
compiled in accordance with instructions issued by the Washington 
office. Final review was made by Margaret S. Eliot, Assistant Archivist, 
in charge of the manuscripts inventory of the Survey.

Correspondence between James Alcorn (1816-94), Mississippi planter, 
and his wife, chiefly concerning political conditions before and dur- 
ing the Civil War and during Reconstruction, but dealing also with 
plantation affairs. The collection, although small, is an aid to under- 
standing the course followed by Alcorn in his political thinking as 
anti-secessionist, Confederate General, and Republican Governor of 
Mississippi. There are also two plantation books, 1855 and 1860, 
with records and a schedule of property, and Alcorn’s diary, 1879, 
with short entries on the weather, farming, sale of produce, and 
social, family, and religious affairs. 
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6. A. F. ALEXANDER PAPERS, 1806; 1821; 1852-53. 4 items.

Will of Nathaniel Alexander, 1806; letter from A. F. Alexander, a

and Mobile, Ala., to her Father, Dr. A. F. Alexander, 1852-53. 


7. EDWARD PORTER ALEXANDER PAPERS, 1838-1925. 1,000 
items, including 13 vols.

Correspondence of Edward P. Alexander (1835-1910), Georgia Con- 
federate General, railroad president, teacher, and author. Includes busi- 
ness letters from his publishers, family letters, war letters, letters 
concerning the Nicaragua-Costa Rica boundary dispute in which Alex- 
ander acted as arbitrator, 1896-99; manuscript of Alexander’s Military 
Memoirs of a Confederate (New York: C. Scribner’s Sons, 1907) and 
a letter from Theodore Roosevelt criticizing it; newspaper clippings; 
bills; receipts for transfer of mortgages; and autographed pictures of 
Civil War officers. Correspondents include J. H. Alexander, Frederick 
Bancoft, Richard Burton, Pierce Butler, George Derby, John R. Fick- 
len, Campbell King, Theodore Roosevelt, Charles D. Scott, and Ells- 
worth Woodward. There are also the following volumes written and 
collected by Alexander: “Notebook on Architecture, No. 2,” February, 
1868 ; “Notebook, No. 3”; “Personal Recollections of the War,” vol. I, 
1861-65; “Recollections of the War,” vol. II, 1861-65; book of photo- 
graphs, West Point, 1857; and diaries of his mission to Panama and 
Nicaragua, June-August, 1900 (7 vols.). 


8. ISAAC ALEXANDER PAPERS, 1862-65. 16 items. Typed copies 
made from copies of letters lent by J. F. Alexander, New York City. 
Typed copies of letters from Alexander, private in the Confederate

Personal, family, business, and political correspondence and business 
papers of two prominent Georgia families. The few papers ante-dating 
1810 include family correspondence, indentures, papers in a slave trans- 
action, 1789, and discussions of legislation and other political matters. 
There is also Dr. Adam Alexander’s “Diary of a Trip to the North,” 
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June 10-Sept. 21, 1801, and his daybook, 1804-06. Grievances leading 
to the War of 1812 and incidents of that war as well as economic and 
social conditions of the ante-bellum period are discussed in an extensive 
family correspondence, largely between A. L. Alexander and his wife. 
Specifically, mention is made of Indian wars, education of Southerners 
at Yale and Harvard and in the Southern academies, politics of the 
Jackson period and of the Whigs of the 1840’s, the Catholic Church in 
the South, life in Florida in 1847, slavery and abolitionism, the rise of 
secession sentiment in 1860, and views on Lincoln. The Civil War and 
Reconstruction periods are covered by family letters, chiefly from A. L. 
Alexander, a Confederate soldier. The letters, 1869-99, contain chiefly 
family news, with occasional mention of post-bellum economic distress. 
There are numerous letters of E. P. Alexander, Confederate General, 
author, and railroad president, on business and political affairs, espe- 
cially for the period 1900-10, and discussions of many of his public ad- 
dresses and writings. Among the correspondents are A. L. Alexander, 
E. P. Alexander, J. F. Gilmer, Jesse Mercer, A. Porter, Oliver Prince, 
Guy Rossyn, M. A. Steele, and Robert Toombs.

(1845-1921) and Jane Allston (Mrs. C. A.) Hill; fragmentary per- 
sonal letters, receipts, and plantation records, 1844-58, of R. F. W. 
Allston (1801-64), Governor of South Carolina, 1856-58; personal 
diaries of Mrs. Pringle, 1868-1915, and typed copies of the letters, 
1812-63, of James Louis Petigru (1789-1863), which were published 
in the Charleston News and Courter. The papers of Mrs. Elizabeth A. 
Pringle include diaries, time books, the business and legal papers relat- 
ing to her plantations, letters from the publishers and manuscripts of 
her books, 4 Woman Rice Planter (New York: The Macmillan Co., 
1914) and Chronicles of Chicora Wood (New York: C. Scribner’s 
Sons, 1922), and letters commenting on the books. These papers por- 
tray the struggles of a post-bellum woman rice planter; daily life on a 
plantation; the problems of planting, working, harvesting, and sale of 
crops; the low-country Negro; and the work of the Colonial Dames, 
the Huguenot Society of South Carolina, and the Mount Vernon Ladies 
Association of which Mrs. Pringle was vice-regent for South Carolina. 
The correspondence of Jane A. Hill covers the social life on a South 
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Carolina plantation and in other parts of America and in England. It 
also contains letters from Richard L. Allston while he was in service 
in France during the World War, letters commenting on the influenza 
epidemic, reference to after-effects of the war, and newspaper clip- 
pings on Magnolia Gardens, Charleston. The volumes consist of 39 
volumes of the diaries of E. W. Pringle, giving daily notes of planta- 
tion, family and social affairs, 1868, 1876-1916; two volumes of a diary 
written by some unidentified person, 1879, and an undated diary of 
notes ina small tablet; accounts of investments, dividends, etc., 1881-86; 
store account and time books and miscellaneous plantation and house- 
hold accounts, 1884-1914; scrapbooks of newspaper clippings reviewing 
A Woman Rice Planter, 1913 and concerning Theodore Roosevelt, 
1901-08; notes on meetings of Regents of Mt. Vernon, 1913 and 
1914-16, a letter record, 1919, inventory of books, china, and silver, 
1920. The correspondents include Ben Allston, C. P. Allston, Emily R. 
Allston, Mary N. Allston, Mrs. R. F. W. Allston, R. P. Allston, N. B.

There are also the 
following volumes: a small journal written by Mary Ellen Appleton 
in Boston, 1841-69, and a short entry journal by the same writer, un- 
dated, written “at the direction of M. E. A.”’; a real estate account of 
Geo. W. Lyman with “M. E.,” 1842-58, a record of ships and cargoes, 
W. Arnold & Co., Savannah, 1842. There is a history notebook of 
Louise Appleton Arnold, 1864, and two sets of diaries also by her, 24 
small books, Jan.-Nov. 1865, and 8 larger volumes, 1865-69. Also there 
are two diaries of European travel, writers unidentified, 1822 and 
1864-68. Parts of the latter are written in French and German. Other 
correspondents include George A. Appleton, Edward A. Hopkins, M.

This collection deals with every phase of the varied career of General 
Crowder (1859-1932), who was born in Edinburg, Mo., in 1859 and 
became judge advocate in 1895 and then served successfully as justice 
of the Supreme Court of the Philippines and secretary of the military 
governor, E. S. Otis; as member of the first general staff of the army, 
1903-07; as observer with the Japanese Army in Manchuria, 1904-05; 
as secretary of state and justice during the second Intervention in 
Cuba, 1906-08; as delegate to the Pan American Conference, 1910; as 
judge advocate general, 1911-19; as provost marshal general, 1917-19, 
in which position he had control of the selective draft during the 
World War; as personal representative of Presidents Wilson and 
Harding in Cuba, 1919-21; and as minister to Cuba, 1921-27. 

The collection touches especially on the following: war department 
promotions, military law and history of militia, cabinet discussions of 
the Gulflight disaster, selective service draft, apportionment of militia, 
history of conscription, execution of the draft, Congressional debates 
on conscription, conscientious objectors, charges of partiality of the 
draft, exemptions and industrial slackers, emergency powers of the

ence relative to Dickinson’s resignation as Secretary of War. Much of 
the material deals with military and naval affairs such as the review 
of troops and the inspection and sale of vessels. Reports on Puerto 
Rico and the Philippine Islands are detailed, giving information on 
people, government, sanitary, economic, and political conditions, 
1909-13. The letters of the World War period deal with such problems 
as propaganda for military ardor, war relief, and the raising of 
_ revenue. There is considerable correspondence between Dickinson and 
his son Henry bearing on plantation affairs and Southern agriculture, 
1914-26.

The papers include wills, deeds, in- 
dentures, papers on various subjects, newspaper clippings, and letters 
bearing on politics and business. There are few antedating 1850; but 
the agricultural, political, and business life of the decade of the fifties 
is covered rather fully. Muster rolls, letters, and papers on military 
affairs concern the Civil War era. But the most valuable part of the 
collection covers the period from about 1870. Social, economic, educa- 
tional, religious, and political life of the state, and national politics are 
all covered in the wide correspondence of the period. The collection 
also contains material on the woman’s movement and the work of Mary 
Ferrand Henderson, North Carolina suffrage worker, organization of 
patriotic societies, and the World War, and much genealogical and~ 
biographical data.

and other encounters, 1846; the capture of Vera Cruz, the dispersing 
of the Mexican Army and the dissolution of the government, 1847. 
There are letters from Jefferson- Barracks, Mo., describing barrack 
life, the cholera epidemic in St. Louis, the growing trouble with Mex- 
ico, the certainty of a conflict and descriptions of his many expeditions, 
1848-56; letters to his mother telling of his travels in Europe, 1858. 
Letters from Kirby-Smith’s mother, 1860-65, telling of the dissolution 
of the Union and the blockade of Charleston, of the loss of Georgia, 
the ravages of Sherman’s Army, and of the exorbitant prices. The 
letters from Kirby-Smith to his mother, wife, and sister reflect his life 
from preparatory school to death—family life and military life. There 
are references to Kirby-Smith’s resignation from the United States 
Army and to his being ordered to Lynchburg to take charge of Con- 
federate forces, to Gen. Lee’s selection as commander, to Gen. John- 
ston’s command at Harper’s Ferry, the deplorable condition of his 
troops, and the hopelessness of the struggle if the armies of Virginia 
and of Tennessee should be lost. There are interesting letters to his 
wife from Cuba and Mexico during the latter part of 1865; the official 
message from Grant, telling Kirby-Smith to return to the United States 
and take the amnesty oath; the amnesty oath, signed by Kirby-Smith, 
Nov. 14, 1865; references to his death, March 28, 1893, and many let- 
ters of condolence to Mrs. Kirby-Smith.

figures throughout the country during the World War and immediately 
thereafter. It throws light on Kitchin’s struggle, as an anti-war Dem- 
ocrat, against President Wilson’s war policies, preparedness, and “dis- 
crimination in favor of the Allies in the matter of blockades.” There 
are scattered references to the Mexican controversy, the tariff, financial 
problems, agriculture, and industrial labor. Numerically, the majority 
of the documents are concerned with job seekers, tax dodgers, and 
seekers of special favors of infinite variety. Most of the correspondents 
are obscure and their letters of little value; but there are many sig- 
nificant letters in the huge mass. The majority of the several hundred 
newspaper clippings are properly marked. The clippings and reprints 
of government documents, 18 folders, add value to the collection. Legal 
and commercial papers are of indifferent worth. The collection is of 
value mainly to those interested in Wilson’s war policies and the op- 
position to them in Congress. Letters are included from Newton D.

There is little material before 1776. The Revolutionary material is 
confined to Lenoir’s lengthy paper on Kings Mountain, and notes on 
the expedition against the Cherokee Indians, 17 76, Benjamin Cleveland’s 
papers and the muster rolls and papers of substitute soldiers. There 1s. 
nothing on the conventions of 1788 and 1789 but a great deal on land 
speculation and politics of the 1790’s and early 1800’s. The letters of 
Alexander Martin and Joseph Dickson are valuable for national poli- 
tics. The letters and papers on tariff, nullification, Mexican War, 
slavery, and plantation life are numerous and important. Through the 
correspondence of Z. B. Vance, the Lenoirs, and the Binghams of the 
Civil War and Reconstruction period can be traced the changing atti- 
tude toward secession, war sentiment, and the hardships and suffering 
of the people. Letters describing the break-up of the slavery-planta- 
tion regime and reaction to military and political reconstruction are 
illuminating. Letters of the Binghams throw light on educational and 
religious conditions and those of the Lenoir women are of value for a 
study of home and social life of Reconstruction days. Throughout the 
collection there is much on agriculture, land speculation, business, and 
industry, and general economic conditions. “There is only scattered 
material after 1875. Also included are 18 vols. of plantation and gen- 
eral merchants’ accounts; 29 vols. of diaries, stud books, memorandum 
books, surveyors’ notes; and a letter book of Salem Academy, 1819.

ing of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad from the Alleghany Mountains 
almost to Harper’s Ferry; raids of the Union soldiers near Corinth 
and their burning of all provisions; the exorbitant prices of food; the 
management and control of the Negro population, 1865; poverty in 
Mississippi, 1868; the death of a certain Lucy Brown and papers re- 
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lating to the settlement of her estate, 1872. Insurance policies, notes, 
drafts, accounts, and business letters are found throughout the latter 
part of the collection. There are also newspaper clippings and an un- 
dated article on the United States Navy, written by T. D. McDowell.

Correspondence and papers of Mordecai (1801-71), lawyer, business 
leader, and active Episcopal layman of Raleigh, N. C. The personal 
and business correspondence relates to Mordecai’s law practice, to his 
various business ventures, to the Bank of the State of North Carolina 
and the Raleigh and Gaston Railroad, of which corporation he served 
as president, and to the North Carolina Railroad, in which he was 
much interested. The personal correspondence is interesting for its 
references to the activities of the American Colonization Society and 
the Episcopal Diocese of North Carolina, conditions in North Carolina 
and at the front during the Civil War, and the Confederate emigration 
following the war, particularly to Mexico. The correspondence of 
Ellen and Margaret Cameron Mordecai throws light on the daily life, 
education, intellectual and religious activities of women of North 
Carolina and Virginia during the ante-bellum, Civil War, and Recon- 
struction periods.

Thomas Ruffin (1787-1870) was born in Virginia and moved to Hills- 
boro, N. C., while still a young man. As he served as member and 
speaker of the House of Commons, President of the Bank of North 
Carolina, judge of the Superior Court and Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of North Carolina, he had wide and varied correspondence 
with men important in state and national affairs. This collection em- 
braces letters and papers relating to politics, economics, business, the 
judiciary, and family matters throwing light on the life and conditions 
of the times. Included are the following items and subjects: land 
grants, bills of sale for Negroes, and tobacco receipts, 1799; letters to 
Thomas Ruffin while a student at Warrenton, N. C., Academy, from 
his father, Sterling Ruffin; many undated letters to Thomas Ruffin from 
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Paul C. Cameron, his son-in-law, regarding slaves, crops, and family 
affairs; and references to the following subjects: the War of 1812, 
and bills passed by Congress authorizing the filling of ranks for service 
and acceptance of volunteers, the Napoleonic Wars, the Treaty of 
Ghent, the establishment of a national bank, North Carolina’s dilemma

The bulk of the collection is for the 
period 1810-1900 and gives a vivid picture of the business, political, 
social, and cultural life of the nineteenth century. Although most of 
the letters are personal in nature, there is material on such important 
public issues as military and naval affairs, tariff, the annexation of 
Texas, and Clay-Calhoun politics. The letters of the Civil War period 
are especially rich in military and economic materials. Such topics as 
camp life, naval engagements, the battles of Fredericksburg and Cold 
Harbor, the siege of Savannah, military prison life, and the burning of 
Columbia are treated. The European situation, especially France under 
Napoleon III, North Carolina state politics, the turpentine and lumber 
industry of Florida, and the Negro problem during Reconstruction are 
all covered. In addition to letters the collection contains land grants, 
indentures, articles of business agreement, warrants, wills, bills of 
sale of land and slaves, merchants’ and planters’ prices current, bills 
and receipts, and insurance policies. Also included is a long paper by

The papers of Thomas E. Watson (1850-1922), writer, journalist,

There is a collection of letters from Frank and Robert Williams, 1916- 
19, from the Mexican border, Camp Sevier, and from France, and a 
large number of letters of sympathy to the family on the death of 
Frank Williams, killed in action.

Some of Mrs. Williams’s letters also reveal the 
anxiety caused by depredations during the Civil War and Reconstruc- 
tion. Also included are reports on cotton prices, a marriage certificate, 
indentures, political extracts, petitions from farmers about the passage 
of a stock law in Greenville, N. C., and genealogical data on the Dupree 
family.

This collection contains the papers and correspondence of the Manning 
and Chesnut families with fragmentary materials from the Williams 
and Miller families, all prominent in the political, economic, and social 
life of South Carolina. It includes the papers of Richard I. Manning 
(1789-1836), planter, Union Democrat, Governor; John L. Manning 
(1816-89), planter, Governor; James Chesnut, Jr. (1815-85), planter, 
lawyer, U. S. Senator, Confederate General; Stephen D. Miller (1789- 
1838), planter, Governor, and U. S. Senator, and Mary Boykin Miller 
(Mrs. James) Chesnut. The papers include colonial and state grants, 
indentures, deeds, bonds, wills, mortgages, administrators’ and guard- 
ians’ accounts, cotton prices current, receipts for household and planta- 
tion supplies, bills of sale, papers relating to lawsuits, genealogical data, 
and letters from many eminent South Carolinians. Among the many 
important subjects covered by the materials are the following: South 
Carolina Loyalists; confiscation of slaves and indigo by the British; 
purchase of Negroes; Jefferson and the Embargo; militia rolls, orders, 
and returns, 1820-23; Liverpool cotton trade, 1822; internal improve- 
ments in South Carolina and the United States; Crawford and the 
election of 1824; tariff and nullification; the Panama Congress, 1826; 
Union and States’ Rights parties in South Carolina; Jackson-Clay con- 
test; John Q. Adams and anti-slavery petitions in Congress; Van Buren 
administration; the independent treasury; South Carolina ,politics of 
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the 1830’s; Fanny Ellsler, 1845; Compromise of 1850 and the South 
Carolina Convention; William G. Simms and the Southern Quarterly; 
Society of Friends of Great Britain and slavery; founding of the Uni- 
versity of the South; the Democratic Convention of 1860; South Caro- 
lina secession; the Crittenden Compromise; friction between Jefferson 
Davis and Beauregard; blockade running; the Negro and Reconstruc- 
tion; Wade Hampton’s campaign of 1876; and the United States Tariff 
Commission. Throughout the collection there is a great deal of mate- 
rial bearing on plantation life and management and much on social and 
family life. Among the volumes are 56 of Mrs. Chesnut’s diary, 
1860-65, a letter book, 1865-67, 2 scrapbooks and 9 notebooks contain- 
ing a number of unpublished articles and sketches. The diary was 
published, after drastic revision and omission, under the title of A 
Diary from Dixie (D. Appleton & Company, New York, 1905). Mrs. 
Chesnut was in close touch with both civil and military life in Rich- 
mond as well as in South Carolina and her diary has long been recog- 
nized as one of the best source documents for the Confederacy. A keen 
observer, she describes vividly not only political and military life but 
also social and economic conditions as she observed them from such 
vantage points as Charleston, Columbia, Lincolnton, Montgomery, and 
Richmond. The letter books contain copies of letters dealing with the 
prison life of Jefferson Davis, the hardships of Mrs. Davis and her 
children, conditions among the freedmen, and the suffering and hard- 
ships of the Southern people in the years immediately following the 
close of the war. An account book, 1871-72, and a letter book, 1859-63, 
of James Chesnut are also included.
